A Fraudulent School It*port IJiltig r«;d 


In Mjinltobn. 


r.osioji. June 2J.—A charge of alleged 


Immorality in the Boston schools is be- 
ing used In Mnnltobi as nn argument 
ngalnst the public school system. A. R. 
Martin, n member of thc French Cana- 
dian party In thnt pro\lnce. who nre car- 
rying on the agitation 
for separate 


schools, has charged thc public schools In 
the United States and particularly those 
Of Hoston. with being fountalnhends of 
Immorality. 
Tno most mysterious features nbotit the 


whole.thing is" the identity of "the re- 
ports" which '.Mr. Martin read. No re- 
port hns ever been made upon such a 
subjeot as the state of morality In the 
schools "either by the city of Boston or 
the State. 
Mr. Pettlgrove. pre?ldcnt of the Bos- 


ton school commlssnon. declared to-day 
thnt the story "was absurd. There was no 
document on earth milking such a state- 
ment about the Boston schools as thnt 
nfenttoned In thc dispatches, nnd. so f.ir 
ns he "knew, there was no document of 
such a nature relating to the public 
.chool* of any other eit>. In Mnssarhu- 
etts there is no report or public docu-' 
,nent published which bears upon the 
subjeot mentioned. The Manitoba legls- 
ntor who made the .stntepient nbout tho 
ltost.,n schools hnd no report whatever 
'rom \\~hlrh he could quote.
